HEY write from Poland, thar feveral 

‘of the Deputies who were at the 

General Diet, have receiv'd no Thanks 

from their Principals for what was 

done in that Diet;. and that the 

Affairs of that Kingdom are not yet alcer’d for the 
better, tho’ things were carried fo much for the Ad- 
vantage of the King in that Diet. The Hopes of 
Peace with Sweden are likewife far off, feeing 128 
Tranfport Ships having on board 6 Swedith Regi- 
ments, befides Recruits for the reft of the Army in 
Poland; and 500 Men from Riga, together wich a 
great quantity of Ammunitions of War of all forts, 
are part arriv’d in our Road, and the reft are ex- 
ed in a fhort time. By Paffengers’ from about 
Thorn and Graudens we learn, that Thorn muft in 
all likelihoo® quickly fall into the Hands of the K. 
of Sweden,the fooner becaufe ’tis belity’d the Garri- 
fon and the Burghers are at Variance,for thé Swedes 
perceiv'd that a few days ago there wasa great 
Uproar in the Town, the great Bell of our Lady’s 
Church being rung out, and white Flags put up 
onthe top of that Steeple, but no fuch Flags were 
hung out from the Walls of the. Town, Count Stein-' 
bock not having been able to bring our Magiftrates 
to am Agreement with him on the Propofals he 


madé'them on the part of: the King’ of Sweden,” 


took his leave of them yefterday, and this Morning 
went down in a Yatch to our Road to receive the 
Troops brought by the Swedith Ships. Our Magi- 
ftrates have refolv’d to fend the under Syndic to 
the King of Sweden, to offer his Majefty 120000 
Gulders as a Free Gift, which Sum was refus'd by 
Count Steinbock ; But "tis believ'd he will nor 
obtain Audience either of the King or his Mi- 
nifters. 
From the Harlem Courant,dated Auguft 14. 
Amfterdam, Auguft 13. Letters from Dorpat of 
the 19th of laft Month advife, that they had News 
from Wiburg by the Way of Revel, that the

This day came in here the 
Ann of and for Amfterdam from Smyrna, who about 
10 Leagues to the Weftward of’ Lundy I@and met 
with a French Ship of 36 Guns, which fought her 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday aft, and the was 
greatly damag’d by the Enemy in her Hull, Matts, 
Yards and Rigging ;_ in her way the retook a Weft- 
India Pacquet-Boat from the Privateer, but feeing 
other French Ships in purfuir the funk her, In 
the Fight fhe had 3 Men kill'd and 2 wounded ; 
bur the French Ship bore away firft with the lofs of 
her Fore-Maft and other damage. The Penzance 
Man of War meeting with this Dutch Ship, brought 
her to the mouth of our Harbour and is gone again 
a Cruizing. 
_. Falmouth, Auguft 7. Yefterday the Prince Eugene 
and the Golden Lyon, 2 Fluthing Privateers, brought 
in here the la Rencontre of Rochel laden with 
Sugars from Martineco; and this day fail’d the 
Pacquet-Boat with a Mail for Lis- 


n. 

Plymouth, Auguft 8. Yefterday came in the Zea- 
lander and Three Brothers of Middleburg, with 5 
French Prizes laden with Sugars, Wine, Brandy, - 
Worl and Salt, and fail’d laft Night to the Eaft- 
ward. 

Cowes, Auguft 9. Yefterday was brought into. 
Stock Bay a Danifh Pink cali’d the Crown Wine-Fat. 
of Copenhagen, with Wine and Brandy from Bay- 
onne, who on the 25th of laft Month was taken by 
the Bridgman Pacquet-Boat, Captain Ralph Corbet 
Commander, coming from the Weft-I:.dies, who 3 
days after met a French Privateer of 36 Guns, which 
not only retook the Dane, but took the. Pacquet- 
Boat, but -the Pacquet the Captain threw. over- 
board ; the Privareer plunder'd the Danith Ship, put 
the Cr of the Pacquet-Boat into her, and turn’d 
hemloofe, but detain’d Captain Corbet with his 2d 
Mate and two of his Men. On the 30th a Dutch 
Ship from Smyrna fell in with this French Privateer, 
and retook from him the Pacquet-Boat; but fome 
other French Men of War appearing in view, the 
Dutch-man fir’d 2 Guns into the Hold of the Pac- 
quet-Boat and funk her, and then made the beft of 
her way to efeape the Enemy. The Englith fay 
they left ‘Jamaica on the ift of June, and that on 
the 2d there appear’d near Port-Royal Harbour 
about 40 Sail of Men of War and Merchant Ships, 
and among them a Flag, which they fuppos’d to be 
Admiral Graydon ; and that they left 7 Men of War 
-in Port-Royal, viz. The Breda, Sea-horfe, Pendennis, 
Defiance, Colchefter, Glocefter, and Canterbury ; 
the latter of which 2 days before brought in a 
French Privateer of 3-5 Guns and 180 Men. Yefter- 
day a Dutch Veffel pafs'd by here bound home from 
the Weft-Indies, who reported, that the Englifh are 
Mafters of Guardaloupa. 

Yarmouth, Augn 9. Yelterday came into thefe 
Roads about 200 Sail of Light Colliers under con- 
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voy of the Rochefter Prize ; as alfo 20 Dutch Dog- 
gers bound tor without Convoy. 

Porefimour», Auguit 10. ‘There are now at Spit- 
head the Northuinberiand, Reftauration and Wool- 
wich, with two Hoipitai Ships.
